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Strathcona Collegiate Institute opened on Wednesday, February 17, 1909, two years and five months after the cornerstone 
was laid. From that time on, the school has seen numerous students and teachers, and has left fond memories in all of their 
minds. Presently at Old Scona, we are constantly reminded of the school’s age and character, from the squeaky heating sys- 
tem to the constant stream of repairmen flowing through the doors. The school itself was set up by legends. Lord Strathcona, 
for example, personally contributed large amounts of money for the school’s original science equipment, and A.C. Rutherford 
provided funds for the school’s library books. Surprisingly enough, the school even had a latin motto, Ut Qui Ministrat As 
One Who Serves, and its own sports battlecry. Old Scona has survived the changing of the times, and will hopefully be around 
for many years to come, to provide studnets with higher grades of education and many long lasting memories.
